Court Decides Terms Fair In Equitable- 
Mercantile Case. 


The Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court handed ddwn a decision yesterday 
by unanimous vote dismissing both the 
injunction proceeding brought by Bz 
bridge Colby, as a stoekholider of t 
Equitable Trust Company, to restrain the 
merger of that institution with the Mer- 
cantile Trust, and the proceeding brought 
by Charles W, Morse as the holder of 
fifteen shares of stock in the Equitable 
Life Assurance Society, seeking the same 
end. 

Mr. Colby alleged in his bill that the 
terms of the merger were unfair to 
Equitable Trust stockholders for the rea- | 
son, among others, that the assets put 
into the merger from the Equitable Trust 
would not thereafter be made to 
on the estimates of the merger Managers, 
as good return in the consolidated com- 
pany as they earned while the Equitable 
Trust stood by itself. He was upheld by 
Justice Blanchard in the Supreme Court, 
and also on the proposal that the court 
should examine carefully the offer for his 
shares in cash under the merger agree- 
ment. The complaint in the Colby action 
also questioned the right of the Equitabie 
Trust thus to merge under its charter. On 
all of these points the Appellate Division 
held against the plaintiffs. In his opinion 


Justice John Proctor Clark said: 

“The Mercantile Company earns annu- 
ally about 12 per cent. on the book value 
of its shares—that is, about 51 per cent. 
on each share—while the Equitable Com- 
pany earns less than 6 per cent, on its 
book value, or about 2 
share, A further fact which is not dis- 
puted, and which, in determining the 
value of the shares is a very pertinent 
subject of inquiry, is that the Equitable 
| Company has ,suffered quite seriously 
from recent business conditions. Its re- 
jlations with the Equitable Life Assurance 
are not now and, it is not diffi- 
cult to see, will not in the future be near- 
ly so profitable as formerly, and its earn- 
ing capacity thereby is and will be largely 
diminished. 

‘“‘The Directors estimate the annual} 

company—taking the 
annual earnings of the Mercantile Com- 
pany and adding thereto the estimated | 
earnings of 4 per cent. on the $9,000,000 to 
be obtained from the Equitable Company 
as approximately $1,500,000—that is, about 
8 per cent. on the book value of its stock, 
or 48 per cent. on each share. The ex- 
change of two shares of stock in a com- 
pany earning 25 per cent. on each share, 
with much uncertainty as to its future 
earning power, for one share in a com- 
pany which can reasonably be 
to earn 48 per cent. on each share, cannot 
be said to be such an unconscionable 
yroposition as to justify a court of equity 
n interfering, and especially when 
plan is approved by a very large majority 
of the stockholders of the Equitable Com- 
pany.”

Urgent 
short covering was thus brought about, 
and before the close of the day, by which 
time full news of the success of the bond 
offering had reached Wall Street, gains of 
from 1 to 8 points had been scored by 
many of the active shares. Outside of the 
bond offering there was little news of in- 
terest to financial markets. Only slight 
attention was paid to the announcement 
of the reduction of interest on Texas & 
Pacific second income bonda, of which 
there is understood to be only a small 
amount still unchanged for Iron Mountain 
bonds, nor did the heaviness of American 
stocks in London exercise any influence, 
although under heavy selling of Atchison 
and of Union Pacific and Southern Pa- 
cific prices in that market closed with 
general declines. No railroad earnings of 
importance came to hand, but reports that 
the New York Central's statement for 
January disclosed much improvement over 
that for December was helpful to the 
stock of that road. 

At the close of business in Wall Street 
yesterday bids for the city bond offering 
had not been tabulated in such form as 
to permit an announcement of the average 
price paid for the bonds, or of the exact 
oversubscription. The fact that one bid 
for $47,000,000 on behalf of a banking syn- 
dicate was put in at 103.37 made it clear 
that the bonds would go far better than 
in September, when the average price re- 
ceived was 102.065.

8 the celebration of the eightieth birth- 
@ay of George Meredith passes, 
is reminded .that it will be but a short 
while until another, and even greater, 
English man of letters will be observ- 
ing the rounding out of his three-score 
years and ten. Mr, Thomas Hardy was born June 2, 
1840, and, therefore, lacks but little more than a 
year of being seventy. He has now finished the 
longest play in existence: the third and final volume 
of “ The Dynasts” will be published during the pres- 
ent month. This great work is, as will be remem- 
bered by those who have appreciated the significance 
of the two parts of it already issued, a survey of 
the career of Napoleon, in the form of a drama the 
scenes of which are laid partly on earth and partly 
in the sky. The final volume covers the time from 
the crossing of the Niemen by Napoleon's -Grand 
Army on its fatal march to Moscow up to midnight 
after Weterloo—a period of three years. The action 
includes the invasion of Russia, the campaign of 
Lelpsic, Vittoria, and Waterloo, One of its scenes 
nafurally is at the famous ball given by the Duchess 
of Richmond at Brussels. The great battle that 
followed is shown in nine scenes. Something like 
140 speaking cheregters appear in this part of the 
drama, which is rather longer than either of the parts 
already known. “The Dynasts” can be compared 
only to such works as “Job” and “ Faust.” 


When a man has been In public life for a genera- 
tion or more, known a number of important people, 
and reached seventy or thereabout, it is not esteemed 
presumption in him to write his reminiscences. Sir 
Henry Drummond Wolff, who has just availed him- 
self of these sad immunities to publish his “ Random 
Recollections,” has more than these immunities. He 

. was the British representative at several political 
storm centres, first Teheran and then Bucharest; 
he was the founder of the “Primrose League”; 
more to the purpose, he is a famous oral story teller. 
His reminiscences contain some good stories, Here 
is one of Eliot, the British Minister at Berlin in

The Nevada Senator now declares that during 
a conversation lasting three hours President Johnson 
four or five times assured him that if the Freedman’s 
Bureau Bill was sustained he would sign the Civil 
Rights Bill. That promise President Johnson broke. 
Stewart never afterward spoke to him, but one day 
in the office of the Secretary of the Interior Presi- 
dent Johnson overheard Stewart asking for the ad- 
vancement of a deaf and dumb clerk. Johnson broke 
in, “‘ Being deafand dumb is no reason for promotion. 
God Almighty knows how to mark men.” The Sen- 
ator says that at that he came very near losing his 
senses. He sprang at the President, who jumped be- 
hind the Secretary and, four or five men interposing, 
left the room with as little delay as possible. Some- 
how that does not sound like an account of what 
Andrew Johnson would have been likely to do if per- 
sonally attacked. 


What non-Briton can foretell the British taste in 
jokes? There are those who remember, at the time 
of the British naval demonstration before Alexandria 
against Arabi Pasha, how a British tar won fame by 
describing that disturber of traffic as “’ Orrible 
Pasha,” in consequence of which it was reported, by 
an American humorist, that carte blanche had been 
offered that simple sailorman to joint the staff of 
Punch.

The volume in question covers the period from 
July 16, 1888, to Oct. 31 in the same year, and cori- 
tains a hodge podge of material, made up partly of 
letters—some of interést, many of none—and partly 
of remarks that Mr. Horace Traubel caught as they 
fell from the lips of the old poet, then cooped up 
half paralyzed, with a nurse in charge. 

The method seems to be this: Traubel would ask 
the sage leading questions, and, listening avid for 
the answer, jot it down—whatever it might be. And 
if the sage happened to say anything of his own 
accord, were it only “ howdye,” Traubel jotted that 
down also. As for the letters, they furnished a sort 
of game between master and disciple. Whitman kept 
them in a barrel or in his pocket, piqued his disciple’s 
curiosity about them for a while, then popped ‘em 
out and watched Traubel gulp ‘em down, There are 


| letters from Emerson; one, very characteristic, from 


John Addington Symonds, (of whom Whitman says 
that “it makes a fellow walk pretty straight when 
@ man like that takes him so dead in earnest” ;) 
from Oscar Wilde, (Whitman says Wilde “ may have 
been some of him fraud at that time, but he’s not 
all fraud” ;) from J. Q. A. Ward; from Hamlin Gar- 
land, (a deeply appreciated appreciator, it seems,) 
and any number from William T. O’Connor and John 
Burroughs. 

Mr. Traubel has added a batch of notes from edi- 
tors—rejections, acceptances and requests for contri- 
butions, which, it appears, Whitman had preserved. 
These have their interest, especially for the ninety 
and nine whose literary experience is confined to 
editorial communications of the first class:;. Mr. 
Traubel leaves you to pick what concerns you out of 
an indiscriminate lot. 

As to the sayings of Walt Whitman, you must 
likewise do your own winnowing. Every least utter- 
ance is weighty in Mr. Traubel’s mind. He dares not 
eliminate, 

One who is not a Whitmanite may derive a cer 
tain sardonic satisfaction from the comment on 
Goethe. “ Goethe,” says the gray poet, “ suggests 
books—carries the aroma of books about with him— 
seems to be a great man with books, by books, from 
books "—and speaks rather slightingly of the bookish, 
Yet, as a matter of fact, admirers of our plain poet 
of thé plain people—the poet of democracy—are even 
to this day all bookish persons. It is a curious re- 
flection that the plain people aro ignorant of him— 
care nothing for him. The best that has been written 
of him was written by John Addington Symonds, a 
very flower of culture, 

Again, Whitman is reported as saying: “ Beware 
of literary cliques. Keep well-in the general crowd, 
beware of book sympathies, caste sympathies.” And 
the Whitmanites are as much a clique as are the 
Browningites. 

An excellent saying, no doubt, is this: “ Reading, 
most of it by candle light, indoors up against a hot 
register or steam pipes, is a disease, I doubt if it 
does any one much good. The best reading seems 
to need the best open air.” And one may find much 
else that is fine—though nothing vital—along with a 
deal that is hopelessly trivial You see that Whif- 
man was @ monstrous (but amiable) egotist, whose 
naive self-complacency, unchastened by that sense of 
the value of the accumulated common judgment of 
mankind which should bé got from a liberal educa- 
tion, has been raised to the nth degree by the disciple, 
whose complacency with the reflected glory in which 
he stands is more than a watch for the original, 
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The effect is overpowering. Mr. 
Traubel does not hesitate to quote 
as equally interesting with his opin- 
fon of Goethe or Emerson Whit- 
man’s opinion of himself. “W. al- 
luded to me,” he writes, solemnly, 
“*Horace has wonderful intuition, he 
divines me, perceives me, almost before 
3 divine, perceive, myself.'” It is 
strong, very strong, argument of the 
real bigness of the part of Whitman 
which counts that one is able to feel 
the essential dynamic quality of the 
man, even through the fog of trivialities 
which the blind indiscretion of his Bos- 
well wraps about him. 


MISS HAWTHORNE’S

WESTERN TRAVELS INDEXED. 


Two solid volumes of index (Nos, XXXI 
and XXXII.) conclude the series of re- 
prints of “ Early Western Travels,” (The 
Arthur H. Clark Company, Cleveland, 
Ohio) which have been issued under the 
editorship of Reuben Gold Thwaites, LL. 
D., and lend to’that vast repository of

sibility which it would otherwise be sadly 
lacking in. The several volumes of the 
thirty in the series which contain the 
actual material have been noticed from

game sort. The collection is valuable 
and in many points interesting, even in 
the undigested form in which it neces- 
sarily appears.

=—NDOUBTEDLY there is 
room and time for a 
book* of this plan and 
scope. The author, a war 
correspondent, was at 
Port Arthur weeks before 
the inevitable war’ was declared or 
waged.

Wordsworth, ft fs well enough 
known, fn effect made this claim for 
Thomson when he made the well-known 
remark that with the few and slight ex- 
feptions he cites, “the poetry of the 
period intervening between the period 
of ‘ Paradise Lost’ and ‘ The Seasons’ 
does not contain a single new image of 
external nature,” and that, m particu- 
lar, there fs not ome such image in 
Dryden. A astngle line of Dryden’s, 
made pathetie by its context, 
“The shadows lengthening as the va- 
pors rise,” 
ought, apparently, to have protected 
him from a charge so sweeping. But i 
is at least generally true that for two 
generations no poet had made mani- 
mate nature his subject. Tiis is what 
Thomson did in “The Seasons” The 
human element in his delineations does 
not take them out af the category of 
landscapes, at most “landscapes with 
figures.” Without doubt this was a 
great change from the primacy of Pope 
and the prevalence of the rhymed coup- 
let. And it was a success. Thomson's 
friend and biographer Murdoch puts i 
cleverly, and as one is tempted to say 
anachronistically, when he writes: 

The poem of “ Winter,” published in 
March, 1726, was no soomer read than 
universally admired, those only ex- 
cepted whe had not been used to feel 
or to look for anything in poetry be-~ 
yond a “point” of satirical or epi 
grammatic wit, a smart antithesis rich- 
ly trimmed with rhyme, or the softness 
of an éleglac complaint.

THE CRETANS ANDTHE ARYANS 


N a handsomely illustrated volume en- 
titled *‘ The Palaces of Crete and Their 
Builders,” (G. P. Putnam's Sons,) Prof, 

Angelo Mosso presents an account of cer- 
tain excavations and investigations in the 
famed land of the Minotaur, which carry 
the history of the Cretans back authen- 
tically to the neolithic period and furnish 
much interesting matertal for archaeol- 
ogists, historians, anthropologists and an- 
tiquaries generally, 

The chief point of interest in the whole 
for the layman, however, lies in the con- 
clusion to which Dr. Mosso makes all his 
observations contribute, The excavations 
in Crete, according to this learned in- 
vestigator, ought to make a final end of 
the exploded but still popularly taught and 
generally believed “ Aryan race " myth in- 
vented by Bopp and spread abroad by 
Max Miiller, the theory which argued from 
certain similarities of language the com- 
mon origin of what the schools still call 
the Indo-Germanic nations. 

Skull measurements supported by other 
archaeological evidence found in the Cre- 
tan excavations show that the Cretans of 
the neolithic age were of the Mediterra- 
nean type of long-headed folk still found 
in the Mediterranean countries, and the 
same archaeological remains prove con- 
clusively that throughout the so-called 
Minoan and Mycenaean epochs of Cretan 
civilization the human type remained iden- 
tical, ‘They lack the characteristics of 
the hypothetical Indo-German race,’’ says 
our author, ‘“‘ yet they are the ancestors 
of that stock which has revolutionized 
the world by means of intuitive reason 
and aesthetic feeling.’ In other words, 
the culture and strength of the Mediter- 
ranean civilization did not come down out 
of the German North or have its far- 
away beginning in the lofty regions of the 
Pamir. Dr. Mosso refers, of course, to 
Ripley and the other eminent anthropolo- 
gists who have already shown the inade- 
quacy of the language test for racial af- 
finities. The case of the Cretans is his 
contribution to the total of evidence 
against the existence of the “ Aryan.” 
Naturally it has been impossible here even 
to sum up the data which he marshals in 
support of his conclusion—data a critical 
estimate of the significance of which re- 
not a little anthropological and 
archaeological learning.

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FRANZ GRILLPARZER, MASTER DRAMATIST. 





An Introduction to the English-Speaking Public of an Austrian 
Author Who Ranks with Goethe and Schiller—His Pictur- 
esque Career Under an Unhappy Star—Evolution of His 
Power as a Historical and Symbolical Dramatist 
—Influence of His Art on Ibsen, Haupt- 
mann and Sudermann.*

™ N an entry in hig diary 
under date of Jan. 12, 
1821, Lord Byron wrote: 

“Read the Italian trans- 
lation by Guido Sorelli of 
the German, Grillparzer— 
a devil of a name, to be sure, for pos- 
terity, but they must learn to pro- 
nounce ft. With all allowance for 
translation, the tragedy of ‘Sappho’ 
is superb and sublime! And who is he? 
I know him not, but ages will” 


It hag taken some time for that por- 
tion of posterity represented by the 
American public to learn to pronounce 
Grillparzer’s name, though our slow- 
ness in mastering this feat has not 
been wholly culpable, since his dramas, 
with the exception of “ Sappho,” have 
not up to the present time been ac- 
cessible in English, Students of the 
drama who have read Grillparzer in 
the original know what rewards he 
offers, but in the daily accelerated pace 
of American life few have had leisure 
to turn aside from the insistence of 
our own literature and that earlier be- 
queathed us by other countries to study 
mcdern Austrian drama. For Grill- 
parser, although recognized by Byron 
in 1821, forms the transition between 
the classical and modern, having lived 
until 1872, and produced several of his 
greatest works after the death 
Goethe. A further extenuation of the 
popular ignorance concerning Grill- 
parzer, whose dramas, not only in his 
native Austria but In Germany and 
Switzerland, form as essential a

A PICTURESQUE CAREER. 


Grillparzer’s own life spanned a period 
the most dramatic in all history. Born 
fn 1791, while the French Revolution 
affected so intimately the house of 
Austria, one of his earliest memories 
ig of playing for an old servant s 
march said to have been performed at 
the execution of Louis XVI, in which

of the guillotine’s knife. Grillparzer 
relates that the old retainer wept freely 
whenever this passage was reached. 

His childhood passed almost within 
echo of the Reign of Terror, his youth 
dazzled by Napoleon—whose occupation 
of Vienna called forth Grillparzer’s first 
poetic effort, an outburst against the 
weakness of the Government—he lived 
to see not only the successive revolu- 
tions of France down to the fall of 
the Second Empire, but in his own 
Austria the obnoxious régime of Met- 
ternich, the revolution of 1848, the re- 
actionary period, culminating in the 
catastrophe of Sadowa, and leading in 
1867, five years before Grillparzer’s 
death, to the transformation of the 
Hapsburg monarchy into the present 
constitutional empire, 

Grillparzer knew the Hapsburgs to 
the very quick of their being. In 
“Konig Ottakar’s Gliick und Ende” 
he gives an admirable delineation of 
Rudolph I., whose overthrow of Ottakar 


resulted in the establishment of the 
Hapsburg dynasty in Austria, and in 
“Ein Bruderswizt in Hapsburg,” a

A FATE TRAGEDY.

long after he had demonstrated his 
command of other themes It was, 
indeed, to dissipate this idea in the 
public mind that he tur i in his next 
drama to a subject f slight incident 
but exquisite motif, the story of Sap- 
pho, on which he might expend his 
finer poetic power. 

It was this drama that called forth 
Byron's enthusiasm and established in 
a literary sense Grillparzer’s claim to 
recognition. Its points of comparison 
with Goethe's “ Tasso” are significant; 
both are full of self-revealing touches, 


both portray the immemorial conflict 
between art and love, the poet’s exigent 
ideal and life’s halting actuality; but 
“Sappho,” as ny German. critics 





agree, has a saner, more luminous 
vision than Goethe's hero possesses, 
This is, however, but fidelity to type. 
Sappho’s impassioned nature had yet 
its racial poise, its Greek repose, 


whereas Tasso’s quivering, tempestuous 
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spirit, not restrained by racial tempera- 
ment but Impelled by it, precipitates its 
own overthrow, 

The success of “ Sappho ” commanded 
the attention of Count Stadion, who 
caused Grillparzer to be appointed 
dramatic writer to the Burgtheater at 
@ lMberal salary for the period. “I 
might have been the idol of the mighty 
fm the State,” eays the poet, “had I 
never written a line about anything but 
the fortunes of simple-minded lovers, 
but scarcely did I overstep these bounds 
when I was persecuted by everybody.” 
UNDER IMPERIAL DISPLEASURE. 

Grillparzer was impelled to this re- 
mark by finding himself, upon his re- 
turn from a trip to Italy, entangled tn 
@ political complication incident to the 
publication of @ poem, inspired by a 
visit to the Forum, in which he had 
contrasted the classical and clerical 
ages. The poem had, wnluckily, ap- 
peared in a publication dedicated to a 
Bavarian Princess, and the Munich 
Court had protested to the Austrian 
Government against the laxity of its 
censorship, Grillparzer found himself 
under the officia] displeasure of the 
Emperor and Metternich and sum- 
moned to give an account of himself 
to the President of Police. 

All this, from a modern standpoint, ts 
rather amusing than otherwise, but ft 
had no humorous side to Grillparzer, 
who was now branded, in public opin- 
fon, ag an enemy to the Pope. “ Hence- 
forth,” he writes, “every vagabond 
thought himself licensed to attack and 
malign me.” The really significant 
consequence of the matter, however, 
was its effect upon the censorship of 
Grillparzer’s plays. Not only did he 
find his every word under suspicion, 
but his finest historical drama, “ Kinig 
Ottakar’s Gitick und Ende,” was held 
for two years at the censor’s office, and 
every attempt to recover it, or even to 
learn of its existence, proved futile, 
until, by accident, it came to the no- 
tice of the Empress and was returned, 
without ban, to its owner, 

In the turbulent interval, however, 
between Grillparzer’s return from Italy 
and the writing of “King Ottakar,” 
he produced hig great trilogy, “ Das 
Gola@mme Viiess,” writing a scene of it 
im the amteroom of the President of 
Police while expecting a stormy audi- 
ence, Grillparzer’s “ Medea,” climax of 
the trilegy, accounted as one of the 
greatest German tragedies, presents a 
remarkable union of the classic 4nd ro- 
mantic.. To thig remote legend, shaped 
by the austere hand of Euripides, Grill- 
parzer’s touch was as flame, fusing its 
classic formality and inherent passion 
until, without loss of Greek atmos- 
phere, it lives and appeals with all the 
vitality of a modern creation. Beside 
it the sentimental conception of Cor- 
neille growS weak and ineffective, 

Mr. Pollak gives a sympathetic ren- 
dering of certain scenes from “ Medea,” 
as from the other dramas, but no 
translation can keep alight the fire of 
Grillparzer’s diction and convey at once 
the passionate realism and the artistic 
restraint of his lines. The character of 
Medea dominates one wholly—an incar- 
nate, self-avenging destiny, and one fol- 
lows her to the moment of her terrible 
act, conceding its inevitability and al- 
most persuaded of its justice, Modern 
critics agree that Grillparzer’s Medea is 
one of the most powerful creations of 
tragic drama, beside whom only such 
master studies as Lady Macbeth or 
Racine’s Athalie may be placed. 


AS A HISTORICAL DRAMATIST. 


Grillparzer’s historical period, tmme- 
diately following, is less significant to 
his art as time will know it than his 
classical period, nevertheless “ Kinig 
Ottakar’s Gliick und Ende ” disDlays, on 
the side of characterization, all the 
maturity of his insight. Grillparzer 
was attracted to the subject by certain 
points of coincidence between the career 
of Ottakar and that of Napoleon, and 
presents a keen study of the ambition 
which o’erleaps itself, a study true in 
every point to the psychology of Otta- 
kar’s character and the spiritual se- 
quence of events. 

Grillparzer’s dramas, with the excep- 
tion of his youthful work in “ Die Ahn- 
frau,” develop inevitably from psycho- 
logical premises; fate and chance have 
no place in his maturer work, “ Kinig 
Ottaker” contains one of the most dra- 
Thatically effective scenes ever drawn 
by Grillparzer—that in which Ottakar, 
having himself expected the imperial 
crown, but compelled to kneel in the 
tent before Rudolph to retain even the 
fief of Bohemia, is exposed, by the 
cutting of. the cords of the tent, to 
the humiliating gaze of his army. The 


subsequent discovery of Ottakar, alone 
at night on the castle steps at Prague, 
ashamed to abase his royal house by 
entering it, is one of those scenes whose 
pathos hag an elemental fibre, 

The troublous star which always 
stood above Grillparzer’s head again 
afflicted his fortune. The Bohemian 
nobles, who regard the career of Otta- 
kar as the consummate period of Bo- 
hemia's glory, would not suffer thelr 
national hero to be thus humiliated, 
and so affected public opinion as to 
ruin the stage success of the play when 
already well assured, 


MEETING WITH GOETHE 


Disheartened by such obtuse persecu- 
tion and the utter lack of Insight, either 
into his art or his motives, which his 
country displayed, Grillparszer betook 
himself to Germany with the sole de- 
sire of seeing Goethe, living on past his 
generation, the last, as it seemed, of 
the masters. Grillparzer graphically 
sketchés his impression of Goethe, who, 
at the first meeting, entered the room 
where his guests were assembled “ like 
@ monarch about to give audience,” 

This tmpression was, however, dis- 
pelied at subsequent meetings, Goethe's 
formality proving, as hig friends as- 
sured Grillparzer, to be the result of 
unconquerable diffidence at first con- 
tact with strangers. Being invited to 
dine, Grillparzer records: 


When I entered the room, Goethe 
stepped forward to meet me and was 
as pleasant and warmhearted as he 
had previously been stiff and cold. My 
heart began to soften, and, when din- 
ner was ready, and the man who 
was to me the embodiment of German 
poetry—who, at a distance, in his im- 
measurable superiority, had become in 
my eyes almost a legendary being 
took my hand to conduct me mto the 
dining room, the boyish element In my 
nature overpowered me and I burst int’ 
tears. Goethe tried hard to cover io 
this exhibition of weakness. I sat next 
to him at the table, and he was,‘ as 
the guests afterward told me, gatér 
and more talkative than he had been'tn, 
a long time, 


Grillparzer returned from Weimar re- 
stored to self-faith and enthusiasm, 
produced “Ein Treuer Diener Seines 
Herrn,”-in which much of his own per- 
sonality is reflected. This strong play, 
so finely balanced between the moral 
and aesthetic, proved too revolutionary 
for the taste of the Emperor, who, 
after offering Grillparzer a compensa- 
tion for withdrawing it, which was re- 
fused, proceeded to take upon himself 
that office. Viewed in the retrospect, 
it is a matter for amazement that Grill- 
parzer’s genius was not wholly stulti- 
fied by the atmosphere In which his 
work was produced. He was, In truth, 
an ardent loyalist, but could not create 
a oharacter historically true without 
being suspected of treasonable motives. 
A poem which he had written upon 
the iliness of the Crown Prince Ferdi- 
nand was regarded as an insult to the 
royal family and brought down a storm 
of denunciation, because he had unwit- 
tingly emphasized the qualities of the 
Prince’s heart above those of his head. 


HIS MASTER WORK. 

For once, however, political persecu- 
tion was not without artistic fruit to 
Grillparzer, since it compelled him to 
turn from historic drama to his former 
field, and, in a brief period succeeding, 
he produced what the majority of dra- 
matic students agree in considering ‘his 
master work, “Des Meeres und der 
Tdebe Wellen,” “ The Waves of the Sea 
and of Love.” 

This exquisite bit of art would turn 
the coldest critic Into a panegyrist. It 
is, indeed, a creation so harmonious !n 
all its parts—delineation, optzesphere 
action, and poetry—that it' presents a 
web of magic woven without ‘spot or 
blemish. As a love drama, relying sole- 
ly upon its emotional element, it is con- 
ceded that German literature has noth- 
ing to put beside it. Goethe's “ Iphi- 
genie,” with which it is often compared, 
is a far greater, more complex concep- 
tion, profounder in motive, more philo- 
sophical; but in none of these things 
does “ Deg Meeres und der Liebe Wel- 
len” make its appeal. Et uses as a 
vehicle the story of Hero and Leander; 
its setting is the very expression of 
Greek simplicity; its subordinate char- 
acters are few, and it teaches no 
philosophy but the pfimal right of love 
—yet beside its humanistic warmth and 
vitality earlier classic drama grows 
formal and repellent. As Volkelt says: 
“In Grillparzer’s dramas love assumes, 
by the suddenness and impetuosity of 
its origin, something segecane and irre- 
sistible.”

like Goethe, drew his heroines from 
his own associations, The most im- 
portant attachment of his life, that for 
Kathrina Fréhlich—to whose sister 
Schubert paid simultaneous court, and 
to whom he dedicated his “‘ Serenade” 
—after a betrothal of five years, was 
broken by Grillparzer, who could not 
surrender his liberty. A sympathetic 
friendship remained, however, and 
Grillparzer Mved with the Frdhlich 
sisters during the closing years of his 
life. 

Not only with Schubert, but with 
Beethoven, Grillparzer had close rela- 
tions, and the great, moody, elemental 
spirit, careless of all forms, moves pic- 
turesquely through these pages. 


INFLUENCE ON MODERN DRAMA. 


Grillparger’s influence upon modern 
drama is in itself a theme for the stu- 
dent. Hia symbolical fairy play, “ Der 
Traum, Ein Leben,” with its brilliant 
action, its Spanish charm and anima- 
tion, showing Caideron and Lope de 
Vega at their best, and, withal, its sug- 
gestive thought—has left an unmis- 
takable impress upon MHauptmann’s 
“Die versunkene Glocke,” upon Heb- 
bel’s “Der Rubin,” upon Sudermann’s 
“Die Drel Reiherfedern,* and even 
upon Ibsen’s “Peer Gynt.” His “ Li- 
bussa” would appear to have influ- 
enced the art of Maeterlinck. His 
eomedy, “ Weh Dem Der Liigt,” re- 
placed the coarse and farcical humor of 
the Austrian stage with the finished 
and delicate wit of the French, and 
while too subtle for the period, became 
the artistic standard of the next. 

Mr. Pollak’s treatment of Grillparzer 
is discriminating. He is not betrayed 
by enthusiasm into untenable judg- 
ments; indeed, his claims are more con- 
servative than those of many critics. 
The extracts which he renders from 
to 
the spirit and content of the work, 
tough necessarily lacking in the metri- 
Cal beauty and the sensitive, exquisite 
word values of the original. He does 
not dwell sufficiently, perhaps, upon 
Grillparzer’s philosophy of life, which, 
from his misfortunes, inclined him to 
a sombre, and often negative, outlook 
upon the world. But in the main, in 
its triple character of biography, criti- 
cism,’ and translation, it is an admir- 
able piece of interpretation, and in view 
of the place whch Grillparzer has come 
to hold in German literature, it can 
scarcely be doubted that Mr. Pollak, in 
tmtroducing him more fully to the 
American public, has given us one of 
the most important books of the sea- 
son, J. B. R.

NEW edition of that somewhat 
neglected work, “Memoirs of a 
Huguenot,” was needed, for the 

story of the life of the Rev. James Fon- 
taine is not only valuable as a human 
document, but the mere seeker for enter- 
tainment will find in its pages as thrilling 
scenes as are to be met with in the so- 
callo¢-historical romances of the day. 

James Fontaine was porn at Jenouille, 
France, in 1658, the son of a Protestant 
minister. His youth was passed amid 
stormy scenes and persecutions, which 
he faced with an undaunted courage and 
an unfaltering faith which the shadow of 
the scaffold could not weaken. With the 
revocation of the Edict of Nantes he made 
a perilous escape to Mngland, in company 
with his intended wifo and ten other per- 
sons, his whole personal possessions at 
the time consisting of “ twenty pistoles in 
gold, six silver spoons, one of them a 
handsome silver-gilt; a silver watch, and 
a rose diamond worth 10 or 12 pistoles.” 

Ordained a minister in England, he 
preached without pay to the refugees, 
supporting himself and his wife with in- 
different success meanwhile by teaching 
and fn various commercial pursuits 

He had intrusted the sale of his es- 
tates in France to a cousin, who ap- 
propriated them for was 
swindled repeatedly by business partners, 
yet through the worst disasters he 
played the same calmness of spirit 
@ courage that circumstances could 
crush. His great success with a general 
store in Taunton drew to him the hatred 
of rival merchants, who lodged a com- 
plaint with the Mayor against him. He 
was accused of underselling, whereby 
their business was ruined, of being a 
Jesuit tin disguise, who held mass in his 
rouse on Sundays.

888. 8vo, New York: D, Appleton & Co, 
INCE the appearance of the first and 

subsequent editions of the fascinating 

“ Memoirs of the Margravine of Bal- 
reuth,” for nearly a century the work of 
the eldest sister of Frederick the Great 
has engaged the attention of German his- 
torians. The memoirs have been subjected 
tv exhaustive testing by Pertz, Ranke, 
and others; even their genuineness has 
been stoutly denled by Schlosser, but the 
authenticity of the work has now been es- 
tablished beyond the shadow of a doubt. 

The conclusions reached by these investi- 

gations seem to show that the memoirs 

were not contemporary, but written at 
various times from memory, and were 
the subject of frequent revisions. This ex- 
plains the existence of six copies in the 
private famfly archives of the house of 

Prussia, not one the fac simile of the 

other, and only two printed on paper with 

the same water mark. 

A new life in English of the Margravine 
was needed to clear the cenfusion caused 
by various trafslations which differ in 
many respects, and this Edith E. Cuthell, 
who has won an honorable place through 
her historical investigations, has done in 
“Wilhelmina, Margravine of Baireuth,” 
which now appears in two handsome vol- 
umes, Ulastrated with rare prints and 
unpublished portraits. Miss Cuthell has 
had access to the unpublished correspond- 
ence of the Margravine in the royal secret 
state archives, Berlin, and from indepen- 
dent sources has gathered considerable 
new material, the result being a work as 
complete and authentic as we gre likely to 
have for many years.

and awe-inspiring erections with ®hich 
the sleek fowls have been fenced in 
guarded from the real world without, “Is 
it true?’’ was Nietzsehe’s one question to 
everything life or man opposed to him. A 
terrible sincerity held him in its grasp, 
en intolerance of the least sham, the 
slightest cowardice. He would not be 
happy at the price of truth, or what he 
conceived to be truth. He died at the age 
of 56, after several years of insanity, 
nursed and coddled like a little child— 
gentle, docile, saying to the alster who 
devoted herself to him: “ You and I my 
sister—we are happy!”

HREE or four of the forty 
or fifty reviewers who have

There are also times when 
I feel like putting Mark Twain or Haw- 
thorne or Henry James first, and other 
times when I would have a dozen sit on 
one first bench and fight it out among 
themselves, and twenty or thirty others 
do the same on a second bench, and so 
on to the end of the list. 

But in any case, why should there be 
any rise of temperature about the mat- 


ter? No two people would arrange them 
in the same order. But one stipulation I 
should make to would-be arrangers, 


namely, that they should not reach their 
decisions by relying on faint, vague mem- 
orles of stories .unread for years and 
guesses about authors they have never 
read, but undertake a faithful compara- 
tive reading of the books In question. 

The chief object in the compilation of 
the list was not to stimulate a discussion 
of rank as futile as the question, Who 
shall be first in the kingdom of heavenT 
but to convince the half-masted pes- 
simist of the wealth of valuable material 
contributed to our literature by our short- 
story writers. 

This end nearly all of my reviewers 
have recognized. Unto dll such I return 
my friendly and hearty gratias. Remem- 
bering these, I can even forget the lone 
instances in which one or two reviewers 
have plainly exhibited an utter lack of 
mental or moral conscience.

ULSTER.—WIll you kindly give me a refer- 
ence to any work from which I can obtain in- 
formation regarding the legend of the " Red 
Hand of Ulster," the name of the O'Neill with 
whom the legond originated, date of the occur- 
rence, &c.? Will you please tell me how many 
volumes are contained in a complete set of the 
** Annals of the Four Masters,’’ and the proba- 
ble cost of a set? 

One story is to the effect that, In an an- 
cient expedition to Ireland, the leader said 
that whoever first touched its shore 
should possess a large part of the country. 
An O'Neill, -seeing that another man’s 
boat was about to reach land ahead of 
him, cut off his left hand and threw it 
on the shore. Hence came the badge or 
emblem of the “‘ Red Hand of Ulster.” 

It was, however, the heraldic emblem of 
the old Irian Kings of Uladh, Ir being one 
of the sons of Milesius. This emblem was 
afterward assumed by the O'Neills, whose 
battle cry was Lamh Dearg Abu, (pro- 
nounced lauv darig aboo,) which means 
the Red Hand Forever. Another of these 
ancient battle cries was Lahm Dearg-an- 
Uachter, or “ The Red Hand Uppermost.” 
A red, or bloody, hand was their crest, 
which was borne on their banners. 

The “Annals of the Four Masters” 
were compiled chiefly by the O'’Clerys, 
hereditary historians to the O’Donnells, 
Prince of Tyrconnel. Dr. O’Connor trans- 
lated into Latin these annals to the year 
1171, the time of the English invasion. 
The remaining part, 1171 to 1616, was 
translated from the original Irish by Con- 
nellan In 1851 the annals were again 
translated and edited by John O'Donovan 
His work, in seven quarto volumes, was 
published in Dublin. A copy sold at auc- 
tion in this city in 1903 for $36.

Mrs. Harriet Beecher Stowe wrote “ The 
True Story of Lady Byron's Life” and 
**Lady Byron Vindicated; a History of 
the Byron Controversy." They were se- 
verely criticised, and are not authorita- 
tive. In a sketch of Lord Byron by Leslie 
Stephen, 1886, Mrs. Stowe’s narrative is 
pronounced ‘a hideous story,” proved to 
be “absolutely incredible.” Lady Byron 
died in 1860, four years after she had 
talked lo Mrs. Stowe. About 1866 a manu- 
script in Lady Bryon's handwriting was 
found among her papers. It dealt with 
her marriage, and was apparently in- 
tended for publication after her death, 
but, as this intention seemed not quite 
certain, the manuscript was not pub- 
lished. Lord Wentworth, in a communi- 
cation to The Pall Mall Gazette in 1869, 
said that this manuscript contained no 
accusation of so grave a nature as that 
which, according to Mrs. Stowe, Lady 
Byron made to her. He also said that 
Mrs. Stowe's story of the separation was 
inconsistent with what he had seen in 
various letters, &c., of Lady Byron. Con- 
sult “The Real Lord Byron,” by J. C.

ment—keep him away from the country 
more than he likes. 

He golfs a bit, shoots a bit, walks a lot, 
reads a lot, especially Victorian novels 
and poetry. All in all, Mr, Marshall's re- 
marks about himself are entertaining. 


In publishing ‘ Jewellery,"’ by Clifford 
Smith, the new volume in The Connols- 
seur’s Library, Messrs. G. P, Putnam's 
Sons take occasion to make a few re- 
marks on the library in general. The 
volumes which go to make it up are 
edited by Mr. Cyrfl Davenport of the 
British Museum, who has obtained the 
co-operation of writers who are acknowl- 
edged authorities in thelr several subjects.

Mr. Christian Brinton, author of ‘‘ Mod-
